Is the Cause of a Bloody Tragedy in 
Greenville, $. C. 


ALDERMAN GILREATH’S UNLUCKY THROW 


* 
Got Him Into Trouble, Which Cost Him 
His Life—The Fatal Meeting. y 
Great Excitement. 


Greenville, S. C., June 14.—(Special.)— 
J. Mims Sullivan, a native of this place 
and a son-in-law of the Jate John W. Stokes, 
shot and killed Herman G. Gilreath, a 
member of the city council and a prominent 
citizen, at twenty minutes after 9 o’clock 
this morning. 

: The Cause Was Trivial. 


The killing occurred on the _ southwest 
corner of Main and Coffee streets and was 
witnessed by a large number of people. 
No provocation for the murder can be dis- 
covered, the causes which lead up to it 
being of the most trivial character. 

Mr. Gilreath, the dead. man, is a promi- 
nent member of the Buncombe _ street 
Methodist church and yesterday afternoon 
was in the garden of the parsonage with 
the pastor, the Rev. J. Thomas Pate. Mr. 
Gilreath’s coachman was doing some plow- 
ing for the minister and the gentlemen 
were engaged in = conversation. While 
walking around. on the freshly plowed 
ground Mr. Gilreath kicked up an old bot- 
tle and carelessly tossed it into the next yard 
which is owned by Mr. Sullivan’s mother- 
in-law and where he resides with his wife 
and three children, he having come from 
Birmingham, Ala., some six months ago. 
where he had been engaged in business for 
some time past. 

This Was the Cause. 

The act of Mr. Gilreath in throwing the 
old bottle in the yard caused the killing. 
The men met yesterday and Mr. Sullivan 
became abusive and itis said told Gilreath 
to “fix himself; that “the gap is duwn and 
will stay down between us.” 

They met again this morning and upon 
Sullivan’s telling Gilreath that he was no 
gentleman, the deceased replied with the 
same expression. Sullivan told him to go 
away and the late alderman being a peace- 
able man turned to walk away. Sullivan 
followed him and as he was about to step 
in his buggy, shot him in the back and 
fired again before Gilreath could reach the 
ground. Both balls took effect; the last 
one in the head and the first in the body. 

He Never Spoke Again. 

Gilreath never spoke again. He was car- 
ried into the store of Finley Bros. and a 
number of physicians summoned. 

The family of the dead man were imme- 
\liately notiffed and ‘are prostratied. He 


leaves a wife who was a Miss Mattie Cau-' 


ble and one daughter. He was a half 
brother of Major W. W. Gilreath and a 
first cousin of the sheriff. 

Sullivan Well Connected. 

Sullivan is well connected but once got 
into a difficulty with his father and shot 
him. He has no sympathy from the citi- 
zens of this place and there is much ex- 
citement over what is freely called a 
“cold-blooded murder.” 

The coroner's jury will hold an inquest. 

Sullivan is in jail and will be closely 
guarded. He is about fifty years old. 

Gilreath was forty years old and was 
well to do. Both were tall men.

’ Tt is of paramount tmportanve that 
every democrat who wishes success to 
the democratic party lay asid? all persona!

These are counted 
as republican states having twenty elec- 
toral votes. There has been a gain in 
population in the old states sutticient to 
give twenty-three electoral votes more 
than there were in 1888. There will be, 
therefore, forty-three more electoral votes 
in 1892 than there were in 1888. Of this 
gain seven are from democratic states, 


and sixteen from republican states. Only 


four of this gain comes from tie east, 
and nineteen from the west. This, added 
to the twenty votes of the new states, 
makes a gain of thirty-nine votes for the 
west, not excepting the two from Geor- 
gia and Alabama gained in the south.

This gives ninety-four more votes for 
Harrison than for Cleveland, and will

close vote in Virginia and West Virginia,

Harrison as shown by the vote of 1588.

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Road Construction at the World’s Fair. 

A commendable effort is being made to 
provide a great object lesson in road mak- 
ing at the world’s fair. The management 
has made some provision for this in vari- 
ous departments of the agricultural, ma- 
chinery and liberal arts buildings, but 
their plan does not include in one place 
a general exhibit covering the whole sub- 
ject. This is what is needed. The ex- 
hibit should be an object lesson of such 
magnitude as to impress the millions of 
visitors and give new impetus to road 
reform. Mr. Albert A. Pope, of, Boston, 
is actively exerting himself to arouse pub- 
lic interest in the matter and to secure 
the construction of a building for a special 
road exhibit. The work is one which 
should command the aid of potriotic men 
everywhere. Its importance can hardly 
be overestimated. It would hasten the 
progress of rural free delivery of mail, 
and would greatly reduce the expense. 
The star route service, which is a matter 
of great importance in the country, would 
be another affair. The improvement of 
roads would also have a direct and im- 
portant effect upon the country schools. 
The attendance upon country schools is 
largely dependent upon the condition of 
the roads, and with firm pikes, the chil- 
dren would gather from a distance of fcur 
or five miles, giving a patronage which 
would support, in every such place, an 
academy worthy of the name. Around 
these academies grow up charming little 
communities, and there the farmers 
gather for the mutual advantage and 
pleasure of social intercourse. The three 
factors of greatest importance in country 
life are good roads, good schools and fre- 
quent mails. With these three, :nd with 
frequent mails growing into free delivery, 
life in the country would be a different 
thing altogether. 

The popular interest in these subjects 
is already great. In many country com- 
munities the people have gone system’ 
ically to work to create a public sentiment 
that will move things. An interesiing 
instance of this occurred recently. Mr. 
Joel Chandler Harris received a letter 
from a little boy in Alabama who enclosed 
a composition on road reform. He said 
that he was contending for a prize and in 


order to get his paper in he was required | 


to have it printed in som 


Constitution and forwarded the little fel-— 
low a copy. Not long ago a Joyous cpis- 


tle was received from the boy, announc- 
ing that he had won the prize, which 
was a fine bicycle. It was a long-headed 
man who got up this contest. No doubt 
it caused a hundred articles to be printed 
in the newspapers, and set thousands of 
people to talking and thinking on fire 
subject. This may prove a valuable srg- 
gestion to Mr. Pope. 


The White Slaves of New York. 

Colonel Cockerill’s paper, The New 
York Morning Advertiser, unfolds a tale 
of horror concerning the white slaycs at 
work on the railroad which the Vander- 
bilts are constructing through the Adi- 
rondacks. 

As the story goes, Dr. Seward H. Webb, 
& member of the Vanderbilt family, is 
president of this slave colony, aud the 
genial Chauncey Depew is one of its own- 
ers. The new railroad is constructed at 
the cost of human life and liberty, and 
the’ wretched toilers are driven to their 
work half-starved at the muzzles of 
rifles, shotguns and revolvers. Mapy per- 
ish under their cruel treatment, and the 
line of the railway is dotted with name- 
less graves. Some of the slaves in a vali 
effort to regain their liberty fled to the 
woods and died of starvaiion, or were 
shot down like doga | 

It may be said that this heartless op- 
pression is carried on by the sub-con- 
tractors and their foremen, but they must 
get their authority from some soulce. 
Unemployed men in the cities ai2 induced 
by fair promises to go into the mountains, 
and when they reach their destination 
they are placed under guard. During the 
winter many of them slept mm the open 
air on the snow, and if they had blank- 
ets they bought them at fabulous prices 
from the company’s store. When men 
goaded to desperation by their suiferings 
try to escape they are shot cown ty the 
guards. If they lag at their work they 
are flogged. 

Of course it will be claimed that the 
Vanderbilts know nothing of these bhar- 
barities, but The Advertiser presses the 
point that these millionaires are neves®®= 
less responsible because their agents and 
sub-agents are actively engaged in this 
inhuman Dusiness.

GEORGIA POLITICAL NOTES. 


A spirited editorial political controvelsy bas 
been going on between The Morciw ther 2 in- 
dicator and The Newaan Herald and Aaver- 
tiser in regard to the c'aims of Congressman 
Moses and Hon. Warner Hill, the latter being 
a congressional candidate. Mr. Hill is Meri- 
wether’s candidate, and The Vindicator has 
been putting in considerable work for him; 
the Newnan paper, on the other hand, is a 
stanch supporter of Moses. Editor Revill 
criticizes as preposterous’ the *“‘claim’’ 
advanced by The Herald and _  Adver- 
tiser that Mr. Moses would stand a 
good chance of carrying Meriwether in a pri- 
mary election. To this Editor Brown, of the 
Newnan paper, enters a vigorous protest. The 
main cause of the controversy, however, seems 
to be the late democratic mass meeting in 
Meriwether which, the Newnan paper charges, 
‘‘wag called only after a four days’ notice, and 
in the official call no intimation whatever was 
given that delegates would be chosen to the 
congressional convention, or that any such ac- 
tidn was even contemplated. On the contrary,” 
says The Herald and Advertiser, “the official 
notice of the executive committee expressly 
stated that the purpose of. the meeting was to 
select delegates to the May state convention, 
and it was manifestly unfair to go beyond the 
objects for which the meeting was originally 
called.” The Herald and Advertiser straight- 
way criticised that meeting, Editor Revill re- 
plied defending it, and so it goes. That the con- 


‘troversy is getting personal, appears from the 


following editorial paragraph in The Newnan 
Herald and Advertiser of last Friday: 
“Editor Revill, of The Meriwether Vindicator, 
endeavors to embarrass us by referring in 
mysterious terms to the supposed object of the 
only visit we ever paid to his town, and, in so 
doing, exhibits himself in an entirely new and 
unexpected role. We can assure him, however, 
that his allusions are not so embarrassing as 
they were evidently meant to be. We trust 
Editor Reyill is not losing that fine sense of 
chivalry for which he has heretofore been dis- 
tinguished in the newspaper profession.”

That was my first thought, yesterday, ag 
I stood in the managing editor’s room in 
The Constitution building, and looked down 
upon the majestic face of the world’s 
mightiest conqueror. 

It was the death mask of the first Na- 
poleon—a duplicate of the one taken at St. 
Helena, made for Alexander Doyle, the 
famous sctlptor of the Grady monument, 
while he was in Paris years ago, and pre- 
sented by him to Mr. Clark Howell. The 
original is now in the Louvre in Paris. 


Gazing downward upon that face, it wase 


difficult to get rid of the idea that the dead 
Napoleon was before me. The noble brow, 
the aquiline nose, the perfect mouth and 
chin, all these features are admirably re- 
produced in the mask, and the emaciation 
of a long and painful illness only heightens 
the naturally careworn look about the 
eyes. 

I can no longer believe after studying 
this mask, that Napoleon’s face was ideal- 
ized by the artists of his day in obedience 
to his orders. That matchless type of the 
antique Roman needed no favors from art. 
The face resembles Caesar’s, but only when 
Caesar was at his best. 

Visitors during the day gazed upon this 
bit of lifeless clay, and talked of little else. 
It is passing strange how this man, dead 
seventy years or more, still remains a po- 
tential factor in our affairs. He is talked 
about and quoted more than any other man 
living or dead. He fills countless volumes, 
and his portraits and busts are seen every- 
where. 

After all, he was almost a man of our 
day. There still lives in Atlanta an old 
lady who saw him when she was a child, 


and I have talked with a man who saw and 


conversed with him many times. 

Yesterday, when I saw that calm face, 
worn by suffering, but full of patient en- 
durance, dauntless courage, and with 
genius stamped upon its every line, my mind 
ran rapidly over his splendid career. What 
a man, and what a history! The son of a 
poor Corsican lawyer, beginning 4dife friend- 


less and penniless, driven to the verge of 


suicide by his poverty, he mastered every 
obstacle in his way and rose to the most 
dazzling heights of power. The generals 
and armies of Europe were all vanquished 
by him. He snatched the crown of France 
from a river of blood and placed it upon his 
head. He revolutionized the map of the 
world, smashed thrones and dynasties, 
shattered political systems, brought order 
out of chaos, made kings his lackeys, 
aroused Europe from the long sleep of 
feudalism, and so identified himself with 
the common people that every French sol- 
dier marched into battle feeling that he 
carried a marshal’s baton in his knapsack. 

What a myriad-minded man! He had 


the imagination all compact of a poet and | 


the wisdom of a philosopher. He was great 
at Lodi, Marengo and Austerlitz, but his 
Code Napoleon will live as long as his vic- 
tories. He loved literature, science and art, 
and he loved France. 

The processes of his mind were light- 
ning-like, and a meteoric splendor illumi- 
nated his career. If he was feared he was 
also loved, and men were proud and happy 
to die for him. His equal never rose or 
reigned or fell. He was “a model without 
a shadow.” 

Waterloo was perhaps a calamity to the 
world. Did not Robert Hall say that it 
set the world’s clock back half a century? 

But let us leave the dead Napoleon. He 
stood alone, and he will have no successor. 
That sun-bright intellect, that indomitable 
will, that splendid audacity, that hand of 
iron in a velvet glove belong to history, and 
there is nothing in our day that resembles 


them.

Gustavus Steinberg, a Swedish coin deal- 
er, recently received through the custom 
house a collection of exceedingly ‘unique 
coins, which is proposed to exhibit at the 
world’s fair. The coins came from Sweden, 
where they circulated in the sixteenth 
century. They bear more resemblance to 
pieces of boiler iron after an explosion than 
money. The coins are great flat pieces of 
copper cut into very r squares. The 
smallest coin is four inches s.juare and 
worth 30 cents, and the largest over a foot 

uare and with a face value of S4. 

tach slab of copper is stamped in several 
places with an inscription givi its date 
of issue and its denomination. Wing lasenat 
weighed over four pounds. 

These enormous and cumbersome coins 
were the result of an absurd craze which 
prevailed several hundred years ago regard- 
ing the exclusive use of copper for money. 
It carried the coinage of copper to absurd 
lengths and the people discarded its use. 

n those days of copper coinage, wealthy 
ladies were compelled to hire an attendant 
to accompany them to carry a bucket full 
of the coppers while shopping.

HS OF SOGIBTY. 


What Is Going On in Atlanta and 


The Question Answered by Actual Expe- 
rience. 


A SUCCESSFUL YOUNG FARMER, 


Beginning with a Yoke of Oxen and a 
Small Tract of Land Has Accom- 
plished Wonders. 


Carrollton, Ga., June 12.—(Special.)— 
Does farming pay? This is a question that 
is being discussed by thousands of farmers 
and hundreds of men who want to ride 
into office by the suffrage of the tiller of 
the soil have been elucidating this question 
for half a century. The best answer of 
this question can be given by a farmer 
who knows what farming means, and who 
has made this occupation a lifelong study 
and put into practice the methods he has 
studied out.

The name of that farmer is Ben Hill 
Tompkins, whose farm is located four 
miles north of Franklin, Heard county. I 
will give here a short history of the suc- 
cess of this wonderful young farmer, 80 
that the farmer readers of The Constitu- 
tion cancbe benefited by his methods, if 
they choose to imitate or follow his 
methods. Mr. ‘Tompkins is a practical 
farmer, not a farmer on paper. 

Nicholas Tompkins was,a prominent citi- 
zen of Heard county a half century ago, 
and his large estate consisted in lands lying 
north of the county site, Franklin. He 
died thirty years ago, leaving several 
children, Ben Hill Tompkins, the subject 
of our sketch, being the youngest and only 
twa years old at the death of his father.

The noted and much beloved Georgian, 
Hon. Benjamin H. Hill, wound up the 
Tompkins estate, and in accord&nce with 
the will kept the large body of land to- 
gether, to be divided between the several 
children as they became of age. 

After the estate was wound up, the man- 
agement was left to the older Tompkins 
children, and they run in debt, and in a few 
years the great estate was divided out be- 
tween the nine children and soon had to be 
sold to satisfy obligations made by the dif- 
ferent heirs. Young Ben Hill’s part of the 
estate was 500 acres. At the age of eight 
years he heard his old mother lamenting 
the condition of the estate, she saying that 
it was her husband’s wish and hers that 
this fine body of land would always be 
owned by the Tompkins heirs, and the 
brave young boy promised his mother then 
that he would never drink a drop of liquor, 
nor chew nor smoke tobacco, which promise 
he has Kept well, and he also promised her 
that he would, when he got grown, buy up 
all the old land estate, which was owned 
by some twenty or thirty different 
parties, and keep it all together. 
At sixteen Mrs. Tompkins 
set her youngest son, Ben Hill Tompkins, 
free to work for himself. This was just 
sixteen years ago, and makes Mr. Tomp- 
kins just thirty-two. 

Mr. Tompkins started out farming for 
himself at sixteen. He had nothing to 
begin with but fifteen bushels of corn and 
a yoke of oxen. .He exchanged his oxen 
for a small mule, and the first year’s cro 
turned him out two bales of cotton and 30 
bushels of corn.
